of $21,167,500 - largest annual con- 
struction figure in the company’s 
history. : 

Qf this total, Mr. Watson said 
that approximately $10 million has 
been allocated for construction of 

` generating facilities, $7 million 
for transmission lines and associat- 
ed substations and $3 million for 
distribution facilities, including 
substations. 

The power company executive 
pointed out that 130 miles of trans- 
mission lines would be added to 
the company’s system during 1964. 
while approximately 74 miles of 
distribution lines are scheduled 
for construction. 

“This year will see the installa- 
tion of 86,833 kva of substation 
capacity,” he said, “making a to- 
tal of 127,833 kva of additional 
transformer capacity on our sys 
tem by the end of 1964.” 

Mr. Watson outlined the follow- 
ing major construction projects. 

The continuation of construction 
on the Greene County (Ala) 
Steam-Electric Generating plant, 
to be owned jointly by Mississippi 

and Alabama Power Companies; 
construction of 230-kv transmis- 
sion lines from the Greene County 
Plant to Meridian and to Laurel 
and from Plant Barry, near Mobile, 
Ala, to Wade, Miss, due north 
of Moss Point. 

Major 115-kv transmission lines 
will be built from Kiln to Pica- 
yune, from Wiggins to Lumberton 
and in the Moss Point-Pascagoula 

area. New substations will be con- 
structed at Ellisville, Pass Chris- 
tian, Picayune and Lumberton. In- 
substation capacity is 
scheduled for Collins, Lucedale, 
Newton and Bay Springs. 

During the next three years, it 
is anticipated that the company 
will spend $2 million in connection 
with the construction of electric 
facilities to serve the Mississippi 
Test Operation in Hancock County, 
Miss. 

“In the electric industry, our 
engineers must continually plan 
gehaad for future growth of the 
area we serve. This construction 
program reflects our intent to stay 
well ahead of customer require- 
-ments,” Mr. Watson said.

BILL TO HIKE 
PAY TEACHERS 


JACKSON, Miss. - Cost-conscious 
Mississippi legislators began study 
of a bill granting teacher pay 
raises of up to $900 a year - a 
move that would cost an estimated 
$38 million during the next bien- 
nium. 

Sen. Bill Burgin of Columbus 
and 17 colleagues introduced the 
bill Monday and Lt. Gov. Carroll 
Gartin referred it to the Educa- 
tion Committee for study. 

Because the state is expected 
to be at least $20 million short of 
halancing the budget without the 
-aise. the proposed salary increase 
hill is expected to run into a hot 
fight before a final decision comes 

Under the bill, teachers with 
master’s degrees would be raised 
from $3,300 to $4,000 a year and 
teachers with bachelor’s degrees 
from $3,000 to $3,600. In addition, 
ı maximum of $200 a year more 
for experience would be granted 

Teachers are now allowed an 
oxtra $100 per year for each of 
the first six years of experience, 
if they have degrees. The bill 
would make this per-year experi- 
ance raise run through eight years 
at the same rate. 

Teachers without college de- 
grees would not get any raise. 

Mississippi now has about 17, 
300 teachers, with only 585 of 
them lacking degrees. This in- 
cludes about 14,000 with bachelor’s 
degrees and almost 3,000 with 
master’s degrees. 

The average salary in Mississip- 
pi is now $3,830 per year, compar- 
ed with the southeastern states 
average of $4,856 per year.
